The objectlfln to Smith was not 
known, members maintaining a 
rigid silence. There were uncon- 
firmed reports some objected to 
a claimed lack of experience in 
Insurance matters. 
Smith, an attorney, was a for- 
mer law partner of Senator G. 
I. H. Nelson of Lubbock who had 
sought

Republicans, who said they fa- 


vored the principle of subjecting 
the Incomes of all governmental 
' 
employes to federal and state In- 
come taxes, contended It should 
be accompanied by a constitutional 
provision rather than by an act 
of congress. 
Some democrats said that the 
reciprocal tax bill rested on some- 
what shaky ground, but urged Its 
passage nevertheless so the su- 
preme court could make a decis- 
ion on the point Involved. 
President Roosevelt recommend- 


ed to congress the reciprocal tax- 
ation of governmental salaries last 
year and again last month as a 
jmeans of removing 'obvious in- 
justices" In Income taxation. 
President Roosevelt, meanwhile,

King told reporters he would

The Utah senator said Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had Ignored sug- 
gestions of the two Texas sen- 
ators, Connelly and Sheppard, In 
appointing the former governor. 
"I've had a large number of let- 
ters from Texas objecting to the 
Allred appointment. 
King said, 


adding that he supported the ob- 
jection of Representative Martin 
Dies (D-Tex) that Allred was not 
a resident of the judicial district 
in which he was appointed. 
"I'm

TEXAS GET "HEATED COLD 


WAVE BY FRIDAY NIGHT 


IS LATEST REPORT

A shifting wind drove a cold 
wave northward into Canada to- 
day after it 
had given many 


communities record cold readings 
for the winter. 
Subzero readings, however, were 


general today throughout north- 
west and Plains states. 
Farther 
east they were well below freez- 
ing and forecasters predicted se- 
vere cold for northern New Eng- 
land tonight. 
The cold wave was moving to- 
ward the Atlantic seaboard when 
the wind shifted to the North- 
east and pushed the subzero mass 
over Ontario and Central Canada. 
Temperatures today Included 46 


below at Medicine Hat, Alberta, 
and 42 below at Calgary, Alberta. 
A cold wave, brewed in the icy 


MacKenzle river basin of Canada, 
spread over the mldwestern plains 
today en route from the Pacific 
Northwest to the Atlantic sea- 
board. 
Many communities in the frigid 
belt reported their lowest tempera- 
tures of the winter.

who flew across the Atlantic from 
Spain to Mexico In 1935. 
Nearly 200 truckloads of gov- 


ernment war materials were wait- 
Ing to cross the frontier when 
a column of 200 Insurgents was 
sighted marching up the high- 
way from La Junquera. 
Wlth yells of warning, govern- 


ment troops riding on the trucks 
jumped down and raced for the 
frontier.

KEEP MILITARY 
SECRETS OF U.S. 


ALLEGED SALE OF AIRCRAFT 


AND WAR INVENTIONS 


BRINGS CONTROVERSY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(/P>— 
Senator Nyo (R-ND) disclosed to- 


) day he was preparing legislation to 
keep for the United States alone 
military secrets involved In pro- 
ducing and equipping war planes 
by private manufacturers. 


Nyc said his bill would follow 
, 
general outlines of a regulation 1s- 


V 
sued last August by Louis John- 
son, assistant secretary of war, and 
Admiral William D. Leahy, Impos- 
ing secrecy on the production of 
any aircraft In which the army or 
navy had an interest. 
That regulation forbade demon- 
stration of planes to foreign repre- 
sentatives before tho army had put 
them Into use and had released 
them for general sale. It was obvi- 
ated In tho recent case of a French 
mission, through an order some 
senators have asserted was spon- 
sored by Preldent Roosevelt. 
Nye's proposal followed disclosure 
by Mr. Roosevelt that this country 
la permitting sale of outmoded anti- 
aircraft gun directors to Great 
Britain, but has declined to allow 
a new Improvement perfected by 
the army to bo included. 
The president took occasion at 
is press conference yesterday to 
my that military secrets were in- 


. jived in these sales, explaining 
that the basic patents had been de- 
veloped by a British firm and had 
been used by an American firm to 
make the directors. 


Savlnff Effected 
Mr. Roosevelt said the United 
States army had effected a $250,- 
000 saving in the recent purchase 
of 93 directors from the Sperry 
Gyroscope concern. This was pos- 
sible, ho said, because the foreign 
orders had enabled the Sperry com- 
pany to increase Its production of 
directors from one a month to one 
«l,c'py. The question of including

was 
decided negatively 
January 7, he said. 
The president made It plain that 
he 
was 
discussing 
anti-aircraft 


gunfire directors and hot detectors 
by which the approach of planes Is 
made known. Ho said If this gov- 
ernment had such a detector, it 
was a secret and was going to re- 
main so. 
Mr. Roosevelt sharply criticized 


•what he called the known source 
(presumably on Capitol Hill) of re- 
cent published reports that the ad- 
ministration was letting military 
secrets be divulged to other coun- 
tries. 
It Is a raw deal for the press 
and the public, he declared, when 
someone gives a reporter misin- 
formation. He made this statement 
in calling a fake one report that 
up-to-date anti-aircraft gunfire di- 
rectors were being sold to Britain. 
He blamed the source of the Infor- 
mation and said there was no ques- 
tion of the patriotism of the report- 
er who wrote the story.

PROPOSED PROBE 


INVESTIGATION OF BUSINESS 


END OF INSTITUTION IS 


GIVEN ENDORSEMENT 


By the Associated Press 


Qov. W. Lee O'Daniel's recom- 


mendation for a legislative Invest- 
igation of the business manage- 
ment of the state prison system 
Tuesday brought endorsement from 
several members of the state pri- 
son board. 


Joseph 
Wearden 
of 
Victoria, 
chairman of tho board, said O'Dan- 
lei's suggestion was timely. 


"The situation is becoming more 
acute every day," Wearden said, 
"and no matter what may be said, 
we are going to run into still 
heavier losses in our operation un- 
less something is done to reverse 
the present trend In prison popula- 
tion, or provide profitable employ- 
ment for Inmates on a progressively 
enlarged basis from year to year." 


Tho prison board chairman de- 
clared "they (the ,convlcts) are 
coming In faster than they are get- 
ting out." 


Carefully chosen new Industries 
might curb tho prison deficit, R. W. 
Miller of Huntsvllle, board member, 
said. Among the more expensive 
activities at the prison is the 
guarding of prisoners, Miller said. 
Ho estimated that at about $5 per 
month per man, for the 7,000 prl 


mers. 
W. R. Dulaney, Houston board 
member, said "no harm can be 
done by a committee investigation 
now and certainly something oughl 
to be done about this tremendous 
loss to the taxpayers each year by 
the prison system." 
Dr. Sidney M. Lister, another 


member of tho board from Hous- 
ton, 
explained "as I see It, the 
Texas prison system belongs to the 
taxpayers of Texas and any sug- 
gestions from the committee pro- 
posed by Governor O'Danlel; would 
be appreciated. However, I do not 
think the penitentiary can be made 
self-sustaining." 
Mrs. C. A. Tcagle of Houston, an- 
other member, said "It (O'Daniel's 
suggestion) seems to have some- 
thing in common with what I have 
advocated for some time—a thor- 
ough survey of the entire system 
by an Impartial group."

Wortham, father of Gus S. Wor- 
tham, filed In Texas on the land, 
and the son, after tho relocation, 
pressed the claim. 


If Wortham's claim had been 


sustained, ho lould have had prior 
right to the lands.

uels of Fort Worth, who served 
as special Chief Justice of the 
Supremo court.

Exemptions Allowed Couples Mar- 


ried During Taxable Year 


Taxpayers should note that un- 
er the Revenue Act of 1938 the 
redlt for dependents as well as 
he personal 
exemption Is 
ro- 


ll i red to be prorated where a 
hango of status occurs during 
he taxable year, and that these 
redits are allowable not only for 
ho purpose of computing the nor- 
mal tax but also the surtax. A 
ractlonal part of a month is to 
10 disregarded unless It amounts 
o more than a half a month, in 
which case it is considered a 
month. 
For example, a single man and 


a single woman who were mar- 
led on July 20, 1938, and were 
Ivlng together on the last day of 
he taxable year, may file a joint 
•eturn. If they file their return 
or returns on tho basis of the 
calendar year, they would bo en- 
Itled to a personal exemption of 
:2,208.34, which Is seven twelfths 
of $1,000 for the husband 
while 


single, plus seven-twelfths of $1,- 
000 for the wife while single, plus 
five-twelfths of $2,500 for the pe- 
•lod during which they were mar- 
ried. 
If 
separate 
returns 
are 


filed, each Is entitled to a per- 
sonal 
exemption 
of 
$1,104.17, 


which Is seven-twelfths of $1,000, 
>lus one-half of five-twelfths of 
>2,500. If during the year 1938 
.ho husband or tho wife had the 
status of the head of a family 
prior to their marriage, he or 
she would be entitled to his or 
ler prorata share of tho personal 
exemption of $2,500 allowed tho 
head of a family for the period 
prior to their marriage Instead 
of merely that allowed a slngl 
person. However, for the- period 
>f their marriage any exemption 
to which either might be entitled 
as the head of a family would be 
merged in the joint personal ex- 
emption for 
that 
period. The 


joint personal exemption allow- 
able In tho case of a couple who 
were married and living together 
during the entire year may not 
exceed $2,500. 


If a child under 18 years of

care for such individual, the ex- 
emption as the head of a family 
Is allowed, provided the Individ- 
ual Is financially dependent. If 
the individual Is not financially 
dependent, the exemption, 
even 


though tho taxpayer 
maintains 


the common homo and furnishes 
the chief support, does not ap- 
ply.For Income-tax purposes 
there 


can be only one head of a fam- 
ily and the exemption cannot be 
divided. Not infrequently claims 
for tho $2,500 exemption are

It should bo remembered that 
a single person, whether or not 
tho head of a family, is required 
to file a return If his or her net

A head of a family is defined 


by Income-tax regulations as "an 
Individual who actually supports 
and maintains in one household 
one or more persons 
who 
are 


closely connected with him by 
blood relationship, relationship by 
marriage,' or by adoption, 
and 


whose right to exercise 
family 


control and provide for these de- 
pendent Individuals Is based up- 
on some moral or legal obliga- 
tion." The exemption allowed a 
head of a family Is $2,500. Tho 
phrase "In one household" may 
be Interpreted as meaning 
the 


taxpayer's personal residence, an 
apartment, rooms In a boarding 
house, hotel, etc. 


Under certain circumstances it 


is not necessary that the tax- 
payer and his dependents live un- 
der one roof during the 
entire 


taxable year In order 
that 
the 


taxpayer may bo allowed tho ex- 
emption. If tho common home is 
maintained and tho 
parent 
is

study operation of the state 
prison system "from a busi- 
ness standpoint" and make 
recommendations 
on 
how 


convict labor may best be employ- 
ed and the business management 
of the system Improved. 


In a message to the lawmakers 


Governor O'Daniel suggested the 
committee be composed of chair- 
men of house and senate commit- 
tees on penitentiaries, two busi- 
ness men appointed by the lieu- 
tenant governor, two appointees 
of the speaker of the house and 
two named by the governor. 


The chief executive noted man- 


agement of the 'prison 
system 
has long been a subject of debate 
and investigation. He said It ap- 
peared to him there was two dis- 
tinct phases of the problem need- 
Ing study—the humanitarian and 
business sides. 
"I feel that a committee that 
might be exceedingly well equip- 
ped to deal with one phase of 
this question, might not be able 
to be of much assistance In deal- 
Ing with the other angle of the 
problem," O'Daniel said. 


"It will be only a short time 


before the legislature will be call- 
ed upon to pass on the question 
of appropriations for the main- 
tenance of the prison system. It, 
therefore, seems desirable for the 
governor nnd for the legislature 
to have all the Information pos- 
sible on the business management 
of the prison before 
they 
are 


called upon to pass on the ques- 
tion of appropriations x x x It 
seems further desirable that we 
secure the judgment of compe- 
tent business men on this prob- 
lem. 


Would Make Study 
"I, therefore, most respectfully 


recommend to the legislature that 
you consider the advisability of 
appointing a committee to make 
a study of the operation of the 
prison system from a business 
standpoint and that this commit- 
tee be Instructed to report back 
to the 
legislature within 
slxy 


days, submitting Its definite rec- 
ommendations as to how convict 
labor may best be employed, how 
the business management of the 
prison system may be Improved, 
to the end that the expense to 
the taxpayers ot-'thls 
state of 
maintaining the prison 
system 


may bo reduced, x x x 
And It Is my further belief that 


If the resolution authorizing this 
committee directs the committee 
to deal only with this phase of 
prison management, that the op- 
portunity for constructive recom- 
mendations will bo Increased. It 
It my further belief that we are 
more Interested In securing In- 
formation which will enable us to 
operate our prison system In a 
more businesslike manner In the 
future than we are in a study 
of the shortcomings, if any, In 
past management. 
"I realize, of course, that 
It 


would be necessary to make some 
inquiry of the present business 
procedure 
In order 
to 
recom- 


mend improvements for the fu- 
ture, but I doubt the wisdom of 
such a committee operating as 
a general investigating commit- 
tee. 
Costing State Much. 


"The 
reason that I am sug- 
gesting an inquiry to determine 
the best method of utilizing the 
labor of convicts and the best 
plan of business management is 
that the reports of the comptrol- 
ler of public accounts indicate 
that it Is costing the state of 
Texas on the average during the 
past ten years more than a mil- 
lion dollars per annum to oper- 
ate the prison system. In other 
words, during the past ten years 
the state has paid out, In round 
figures $11,000,000 more than It 
has received back 
In 
revenue. 


Now It seems to me that under 
a proper system of utilizing pris- 
on labor the prison system should 
be made approximately self-sus- 
taining. But I am very frank to 
say I do not have sufficient In- 
formation to enable me to make 
to the legislature specific recom- 
mendations as to how this could 
be accomplished. 
And I 
know 


it would be helpful to • me, 
as 


governor, and I believe It would 
be helpful to the legislature If 
we had the advico of a compe- 
tent committee concerning those 
matters."

Opening tho conferences at Saint 
James' Palace Chamberlain said:

and the first essential step to un- 
derstanding Is personal contact." 


Addressing tho Arabs represent- 
ing the exiled Grand Mufti of Je- 
rusalem, who 
quarreled 
among 
themselves and refused to sit Iff 
the same room with the Jewish 
representatives, the premier said 
Britain was "seeking a wise set- 
tlement of tho present difficulties 
which will safeguard 
the rights 
and position of the Arabs (who 
oppose Jewish 
Immigration) In 
Palestine." 
In a second address to assem- 


bled Jewish delegates, Chamber- 
lain paid tribute to tho "discip- 
line and restraint 
which 
was 


shown generally by the Jewish 
community during the period of 
extreme difficulty and danger in 
Palestine." 
eH also repeated the 


objects of the conference, as out- 
lined to the Arabs. 


The Holy Land itself saw a con' 
tinuance of Arab-Jewish 
strife. 
Two Jews were killed and 55 
Arabs arrested In Palestine niter 
Arab demonstrations against Brit- 
ish control. The Jews were slain 
during attacks on settlements In 
Haifa nnd Galilee.

ADMINISTRATION TO DISCOURAGE 


ANY AMERICAN INVESTMENTS IN 
JAP CORPORATIONS FOR CHINA 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.— (IP)— 


The administration will discourage 
any American Investment, officials 
indicated today, In proposed Japa- 
nese corporations designed to de- 
velop Industry, commerce and agri- 
culture in China. 
This attitude became known as 
the state department released cor- 
respondence dating back to 1023 
which showed such a policy pre- 
viously had been followed. Officials 
said the government's attitude re- 
mains exactly the same, 
"Recently intimations came from 
Tokyo that the development com- 
panies being formed there for the 
business Improvement of China 
would be open to American and 
other foreign capital." 
One of the state department's old 
communications declared: 
"In the opinion of the depart- 
ment It Is as a matter of general 
not desirable that American 
policy 
credit be placed at the disposal of 
foreign interests for investments 
or enterprise^ In third countries In 


oases in which the use of such 
American credit would tend to pre- 
judice or circumscribe the oppor- 
tunities for American enterprise or 
to further the organization of com- 
petition therewith." 


Officials said there was no doubt 
that the present Japanese develop 
ment companies would compote 
with American interests in China. 
Notes from the state departmont to 
Japan have complained specifically 
of the monopolies already being ex- 
orcised by such Japanese corpora- 
tions. 
Discouragement of American In- 
vestment in such companies must 
be done through state department 
suggestion and not through any 
formal order. 
The effect a slate department 
suggestion might have, however, Is 
Indicated by the unanimous re- 
sponse that met Secretary Hull's 
appea Ito American airplane manu- 
facturers not to ship planes to 
countries engaged In bombing civil- 
ian populations.
